Promotions Increased 


Air Minister Power Hopes Soon to 
Commission Nearly All R.C.A.F. 


Air Crew Now Servi

OTTAWA, June 3—(CP)— 
As high as 90 per cent of 
some re Canadian air 
crew graduating classes in 
the British Commonwealth 
Air Training Plan have been 
recommended for immediate 
commissions under the new 
ayatem for promoting air per- 
sonnel, Air Minister . Power 
told the House of Commons 
yesterday. 

He said also that promotion to 
commissioned ranks ef Canadian 

eir crew overseas was increasing 
rapidly and he hoped soon to 
commission nearly all now over- 
seas unless there was some speci- 
fic reason why they should net 
become officers. 

The minister gave the house a 
Getailed story of his long effort, “in 
which reams of paper ‘were con- 
sumed ia dispatches,” to get agree- 
ment with partners in the air train- 
ing scheme for an increase in pro- 
motions of air crew based upon at- 
tainment of certain standards in 
the whole training ‘course. 


STUDY ALL RECORDS 

The compromise had fallen short 
of his goal of 100 per cefit promo- 
tion of commissionable air crew 
Qtaduates but it had gone a long 
way in that direction, he said. 

‘The minister said his officials 
were‘ going back through the rec- 
ords and every graduate who had 
the requisite marks on his subjects 
was being given a commission 
“without consulting anybody about 
it,” apart from ascertaining that 
nothing was against’ them on their 
records. 

This discussion occupied the 
house most of today’s sitting 
when the committee of the whole 
resumed consideration of the 
$1,129,000,000 R.C.A.F. item in the 
$3,9000,000,000 war appropriation 
for the current fiscal year. 

Maj. Power said the United 
Kingdom authorities had a 
“staunch objection” to adopting the 
Canadian proposal and maintained 
that’ their experience proved that 
no more than 50 per cent joining 
the R.A.F. were fit to become offi- 
cers. 


NOT TRUE. IN CANADA 


That was mot true in Canada 
where the authorities had more ex- 
perience in training air personne) 
than Britain, the minister said. 


in the course of the discussion 
Maj. Power said he was against 
granting sir force leave for farm 
labor. He said it cost $25,000 to 
train @ pilot end $27,000 te train 
en observer. 


Maj. Power's efforts to increase 
the commissioning of Canadian air 
crew brought congratulatory re- 
marks from several members and 
he said he felt sure he had the 
support of the entire chamber in 
this connection. 


BRITISH VIEWS 

He said that of 900 Canadian air 
erew recommended for a commis- 
sion after their arrival overseas a 
check last November showed that 
before any action was taken on the 
recommendations 172 *had become 
casualties and 200 could not be 
traced. 

He quoted from a United King- 
dom memorandum on the sub- 
ject of promotions in which it 
was suggested that the higher 
percentage of Canadian com- 
missionings might create a feel- 
ing ing the R.A.F. that standards 
were being lowered, thus lower- 
ing the prestige of the commis- 
sioned rank in the R.C.A.F., “with 
consequent adverse effects on the 
poy spirit of cordial co-oper- 
on. 


“The natural. answer to that,” 
eaid Maj. Power, “is ‘So what?’ 
During the course of my discus- 
sions, however, I. have learned 
some diplomacy.”

Two ounces of sugar.

The minimum diet was meant to 
apply to all sections of the world, 
regardless of social, economie, re- 
ligious or climatic conditions, 
GRADUAL RISING 

It was admitted that some parts 
of the world are so backward with 
respect to adequate diets that the 
new standard cannot hope fo be 
reached in the discernible future. 
It, therefore, suggests a gradual 
raising of dietary levels “to a de- 
gree which is not beyond the 
bounds of practiea) possibility.”

BERNE, June 3.~(AP)—A Marseille dispatch to the Tribune 
De Geneve said yesterday that Marseille was in “feverish prepara- 
tions” and living as if it “expected an Allied landing from day to 
day.” 

The occupation authorities apparently feel that the Allies will 
soon attempt the establishment of a bridgehead either in the port 
itself or in the immediate vicinity, which now is being fortified by 
all possible means, the dispatch said. The defence preparations 
are accompanied by intensified police operations in the Marseille 
area with numerous police raids, round-ups and arrests being 
reported. 

The districts of Lacarau and Estaque, which extend west of 
Marseille have been land-mined, the dispatch said, as a precaution 
against any Allied aviation action.

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Boys for Farms 


The provincial department of agricul- 
ture is advising farmers to apply early if 
they want to secure the help of high school 
boys during the holidays. The holiday 

riod will this year run for three and a 

alf months, starting at the end of June. 
This it is expected will carry practically 
through the harvesting season, and the ex- 
tension was made with a view to the boys 
taking a hand in these operations. Boys 
without farming experience will be given 
training courses, either as apprenticea or 
in schools where they will be taught to 
handle machinery. 

The reason farmers are asked to apply 
early is that many other kinds of employ- 
ment will be open to the boys and may ab- 
sorb the supply unless the farm demand is 
known by the time the holidays begin. 
Most town boys, it may be supposed, will 
be making arrangements for holiday work 
before the schools close, probably in fac- 
tories or stores. Those in smaller centres 
have lees opportunity to do this, and some 
of them will no doubt prefer to work on 
farms, being familiar with farm life. But, 
as in the case of grown-ups, the chance of 
getting a town job will no doubt be attrac- 
tive to many of the country and small- 
town boys and farmers who apply well in 
advance are most likely to be able to get 
one or more of them for harvest-time. 

The rate at which applications come in 
will indicate what value farmers place on 
boy-help in taking care of the crops, and 
whether the legislature was well advised 
in providing for'a harvest-time heliddy 
season also in 1944.

But for the time 
the ratio of gain over loss is most encour- 
aging. It suggests that intensified patrol 
and larger fleets of sea and air sub-hunters 
are either preventing the all-out campaign 
that was planned, or are destroying s0 
many of the U-boats that the campaign is 
fizzling out. It is too early to assume the 
latter. 

For one reason or another, the unpre- 
cedented onslaught that was predicted has 
failed yet to materialize.

No one ia 
any country of the western hemis- 
phere can honestly say that the 
United States has thwarted its cul- 
tural development or political in- 
dependence. On the contrary the 
Waited States has co-operated with 
and assisted financially all the na- 
tions of the hemisphere in develop- 
ing toward greater freedom and 
security and higher standards of 
living.

Where previously 
you paid your income taxes blithely 
from your basic budget, experts 
agree that this procedure will no 
longer do.

The allotments of peace-time 
budgets may have to be changed, 
too. During happier days we spent

Burma’s “City of the Dead”

“I have just penetrated through 
enemy-occupied Burma to a city of 
the dead”, writes an Indian army 
observer, who has now returned 
across the frontier to India. 

‘Routine operation they called 
the patrol when we left our base 
on the home side of the border, 
where for 
cloud, mist and rain enveloped the 
countryside. 

‘We struck off the road after a 
few miles and followed a bridle 
path which plunged through dense 
tropical foliage. 

“Soon we were provided with ur 
first typical example of the high 
degree of improvisation which is a 
feature of those operations in 
Burma. 

“Across a raging stream a tem- 
porary bridge of bambo and tele- 
phone wire had been constructed 
by an earlier patrol. 

“To supports on either side of 
the river had been fastened sev- 
eral strands of wire from which 
the superstructure of the tempor- 
ary bridge was suspended. 

“The roadway was formed by in- 
terlaced bamboo. 

“Across the bridge the ground 
rose to over 2,000 feet in a distance 
of just under two miles. The path 
up which we struggled during a 
downpour of rain was a mountain 
stream in full flood. "

Total contributions to the mission 
amounted to $831 this year, an in- 
crease of $224 over 1942. 


The fund to provide for finish- 
ing of the Canada wing of the 
Susie Sorabji memorial building 
at Poona was still epen for con- 
tributions. As no money was 
being sent to India at present, 
$2,000 had been invested in long- 
term Dominion of Canada victory 
loan bonds. 

“This is really serving a double 
purpose by helping our own war 
effort now and by being ready to 
complete our obligation when the 
war is over,” the convener said.

GREAT CONTRIBUTION 


But the pilots composing the in- 
truder squadrons have made a 
much greater contribution to. the 
aic war over Europe than these 
figures indicate. 


One of their successes has been 
to dislocate the Luftwaffe's advance 
training centres. These training 
bases — RTUS — are roughly the 
equivalent of the R.C.A.F. and 
R.A.F. OTUS, although they are 
semi-operational and the pilots in 
them as well as undergoing inten- 
sive training, are sent out on oper- 
ations not regarded as particularly 
dangerous by the German com- 
mand. On nights when the hunting 
over the Luftwaffe's operational 
airdromes is poor, the intruders 
visit the RTUS to harass unseason- 
ed pilots. 

The intruder pilots are part of 
fighter command, although they 
flew Bostons before they were 
re-equipped with heavily-armed 

Mosquito fighters, carrying four 
cannon and four machine guns. 
The Mosquito’s greet advantage 
over the Boston for the work is 
Its greater manoeuvrability. 

The pilots report to their disper- 
sal huts at about dusk to begin the 
long wait for orders from fighter 
command, which come while enemy 
aircraft are operating over this 
country. When an intruder is or- 
dered out, the pilot and observer 
gather up their maps, get their 
instructions from the briefing of- 
ficer and take off for an enemy air 


ase. 
In blacked-out Europe the only 
things that cannot be completely 
blacked-out without halting their 
activities are the airdromes. The 
intruders, attempting to reach the 
enemy's base at about the same 
time as the returning bombers, 
circle it, waiting for the bombers 
to switch on their Janding lights 
and reveal their positiions. 

They have perhaps several min- 
utes in which they can circle the 
base without being detected as 
hostile planes, If the bombers 
return in that interval the Intrud- 
ers attack them. If the Intruders 
are detected first the bombers ere 
sent on te another base, where 
there is probably another intruder 
waiting for them. 

The Mosquitoes remain over the 
enemy airdromes for some time. 
Their presence alone, once jt Is 
discovered, immobilizes the airfield. 
No pilot will switch on his landing 
lights, order the ground crew to 
light up the runways, lower his 
landing flaps and under-carriage 
and attempt a landing at far less 
than his fighting speed, if he ts 
in danger of being attacked as he 
comes down. 


KNOWN RUNWAYS 

Many of the intruders, covering 
a surprisingly high number of air 
bases, know the arrangement of 
runways, buildings and lighting on 
a dozen or more enemy fields as 
well as they de on their own. 

Germany is known to have heav- 
ilysincreased its night fighter force 
in Western Europe as a result of 
the weight of RAF and RCAF air 
raids. The intruders have cut down 
bomber losses by reversing the 
usual tactics of preventing the en- 
emy from landing. On the night of 
a big raid, intruders are sent cut 
ta cover German night fighter bases 
to reduce the number that can be

ARE NEAR ICHANG 

Occupation of Changyang placed 
the Chines only 15 miles southwest 
of Ichang and marked the regain- 
ing of nearly 1,500 square miles won 
by the Japanese in their offensive 
which was broken early this week. 

The spokesman reported a re- 
newal of the Japanese effort to 
clean up guerilla activities in the 
Taihang mountains of North China 
—the 16th such campaign in six 
years. 

An earlier communique said the 

central China counter-offensive 
along the Hupeh-Hunan border 

had driven the Japanese back 60 
miles to within 30 miles of’ the 

western shore of Tung Ting lake. 

Moving eastward at a fast pace, 
the Chinese recaptured three stra- 
tegic villages northwest of Lihsien, 
on the Tung Ting shore, and a col- 
umn of enemy troops was surround- 
ed and nearly wiped out. 

North of this front, near the 
Yangtze river in western Hupeh, 
the Chinese forces were mopping 
Up remnants of defeated enemy 
forces and attacking Changyang, 15 
miles south of Ichang, major Jap- 
anese river base. Gains were con- 
tinuous, the communique said.

leader to Mr. Roosevelt, The presi- 
dent last month sent Davies to 
Moscow with a special letter for 
Stalin, 

The Stalin reply may set the time 
and place for a face-to-face meet- 
ing with the president. It may be 
assent-—-or dissent—to Allied plans 
for meeting a long-standing Soviet 
request for a second front in 
Burope. 


PLEASED STALIN 


There were dispatehes from Mos- 
cow when Davies delivered Mr 
Roosevelt's original note that Stalin 
was pleased by its contents. 


Indications here were that the 
Roosevelt letter was more than a 
simple invitation to a conference; 
that it may have contained an out- 
line of British-American plans for 
a new blow against Germany. 


While few doubted thet oe 
Roosevelt-Stalin conference was 
desired by the president, inform- 
ed quarters here pointed out the 
difficulties of arranging it. Stalin 
is represented as being unenthus- 
lastic about leaving his country 
during such ae critical period, 
Then there is the difficulty in- 
volved in getting Mr. Reosevelt 
to Moscow, a trip thet would re- 
quire his absence from Washing- 
ton fer three to four weeks, per- 
haps longer. 

During the summer, however, 
the difficulties on both sides might 
be adjusted so as to permit the two 
to get together, possibly with 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill, 


IMMEDIATE PROSPECT 

Of more immediate prospect, 
however, was the probability that 
the President has given Stalin new 
assurances about Allied plans for 
the future in Europe and in the 
Pacific, 

But Churchill and Rosevelt have 
promised strong measures to divert 
German strength from Russia, The 
continuing Allied bombing of Eur- 
ope undoubtedly is a preliminary 
step down what Mr, Rosevelt and 
the Prime Minister have described 
as the road to Berlin. 

Russia may figure more pre- 
minently than public information 
indicates In Allied plans for the 
Pacific. Churchill, in @ recent 
Washington press conference, 
said he wes certain that Russie 
knew Japan wes watching her 
with e purely opportunist eye. 
Regardless of the contents of the 
Roosevelt-Stalin exchange of cor- 
respondence, they undoubtedly 
will remain hidden from a public 
view for some time, particularly if 
actual military plans were in-

One thing was certain: it would 
never do for the mighty Sluggard 
of the Western Hemisphere to re- 
main outside the lists unscathed, 
free to snatch the prize of victory 
from battle-scarred Nazi cham- 
pions or to throw the shadow of 
its hulking strength across the Nazi 
Peace Settlement. 


America must enter the war. But 
since America, alone among the 
nations of the earth, possessed 
sufficient strength to crush Hitler 
provided she used it in time, she 
must never be allowed to eome to 
grips with her mortal enemy in a 
decisive theatre until it was too 
late. Therefore the military might 
of the American Colossus must be 
dispersed all over the globe, not 
concentrated in Europe. 

Again, since World War II fig- 
ured in the Nazi ideology as e 
crusade of the dispossessed na- 
tions against the capitalistic im- 
perium of the democracies, it 
was highly desirable that the 
most outstanding e@xponent of 
what Spengler called “money as 
function” should throw in with 
Britain. Now America could cer- 
tainly be counted on to fight on 
the side of England but she must 
be prevented from using the 
British Isles as 2 base. There- 
fere the British Isles must be in- 
veded and occupied by Germany 
before the tremendous wer po- 
tential of America could be trans- 
lated inte adequate means for the 
invasion of Europe. 


The Knight of Berchtesgaden 
had also pledged himself to deiiver 
the world from the foul dragon of 
Communism, and no one knew bet- 
ter than Hitler the fear and loath- 
ing with which Stalin was re- 
garded by the conservatives and 
reactionaries of both hemispheres. 
Did he think of this when he made 
his plans for America’s entry into 
the war?. It is my guess that he 
did. “The Unholy Alliance of 
Capitalism and Communism” — 
what a theme song that would 
make for the geopolitical scenario 
he was writing! 

America must fight on the side 

of Russia, but long before the 
Soviet-American Union could 
harden into a two-front fight or 
even into a serious military threat, 
Russia must be under his hee! and 
her inexhaustible resources at his 
disposal for the overwhelming of 
America.

And the greatest asset of all, the 
“propaganda value” of the Ameri- 
can particpation, could be used 
all over the world for ‘the exten- 
sion of the Nazi domain and the 
strengthening of Nazi claims of 
supremacy. 


side the Hollow Men of Munich 
and be held up to the universal 
execration ‘of mankind as the 
enemies of the New Order. 
GOOD REASONS 


These were all reasons arid, to 
the mind of Hitler, good reasons 
why America’s entry into World 
War II was what Bismarck would 
have called “a necessity of history”. 
It was all part of that psychological 
warefare or philoséphy of hatred 
that goes to make up the science of 
geopolitics. 

It is impossible to understand 
the meaning of Nazi geopolitics 
without taking into account the 
use Hitler plans to make of the 
dynamism of hate. Indeed this 
furnishes the key to the Nazi atti- 
tude toward America and enables 
us to form some idea of the 
peculiar degradation that is in 
store for us if we lose this war. For 
it is as the butt and object of a 
great world hatred, hatred em- 
ployed as a unifying means—that 
is to say as a means for the en- 
closing of other peoples—that Hit- 
ler would use this country. 

This man has made his way by 
hatred and has, se te speak, a 
monopoly on the means and 
methods of concentrating the 
gall and bitterness of frustrated 
souls into political capital. Thet 
is the way he has handled. Nor- 
way and Denmark, Holland and 

France and the Balkans. That is 
the real explanation behind the 
Fifth Columnists end*the 
Quislings. 


There is something here. more 
insidious, infinitely more sinister, 
than what is ordinarily called “the 
strategy of terror”. You can see 
it at work both in North Africa 
and in Vichy France at the present 
moment. Hitler had started out to 
achieve the conquest of the world 
according to the doctrines of von 
Moltke and Bernhardi, but he had 
also planned down to the last detail 
the enslavement. of mankind in 
accordance with a concept of hu- 
man nature that was at the op- 
posite pole from Christian: charity. 


NOT SURPRISING 


He was hardly likély to forego 
the opportunity presented to him 
by Mr. Roosevelt's early espousal 
of England's cause. It is not sur- 
prising that a mind so attuned to 
evil phould see a tremendous ad- 
vantage for the Axis in the Anglo 
American bond of friendship 
cemented by the Atlantic Charter

of the post-Versailles epoch at his

“Britain alone has something like

“Despite losses we have about 
300 destroyers against 165 when the 
war began and more than 200 cor- 
vettes which didn't exist in 19398.”

The 
paper’s naval reporter, W. A. Crum- 
ley, said the exact figures on the 
current German submarine produc- 
tion were unavailable but it was es- 
timated at from 16 to 20 monthly at 
its peak in April, 1942. He added 
that the submarine fleet available 
for operations against the Allies 
was at least 500.

Value of home-buliding per- 
mits for the five months period 
of 1943 wes $637,870 compared 
with $503,655 for the same period 
last year, while the number of 
hemes constructed was 239 for 
the 1943 period against 237 last 
year. 

Of the dwellings permits is- 
sued this year 188 were for homes 
costing in excess of $1,000, with 27 
under the $1,000 mark. Last year 
the number of homes costing more 
than $1,000 was 188, and below that/| - 
figure 38 The average cost of 
homes erected during the five- 
month period this year was $2,670. 

The total valye of the 833 permits 

issued during the five-month pe- 
riod of 1943 was .$2,812,340 com-|. 
pared with $895,785 for the same 
period last year, an increase of 
$1,916,555. 
Chief increase was recorded in 
the amount of public buildings 
erected, this category increasing 
from $133,050 last year to $1,712,100 
for the 1943 period. This increase 
is due in the main to wartime ex- 
pansion in the city. 


PERMITS ISSUED 


Total of 21 permits has been 
issued since June 1 for dwellings 
to bring the total of homes being 
built here this year to date to 260, 
and officials of the city's archi- 
tect’s office stated that there was 
little doubt that the 511 home mark 
during, the 1942 construction period 
will be surpassed.

Before June 30 all consumers 
(including farmers) who store 
meat in lockers must declare in 
writing to the nearest Branch of 
the Ration Administration, the 
quantity of rationed meat they 
have in storage over and above 
8 Ibs. per person in the household. 
Declarations must be accompa- 
nied by sufficient Coupons from 
the ration books of the locker 
holder and his household, to 
cover the quantity of declared 
meat at the rate of 1 Coupon for 
each 2 Ibs. of meat in regulation 
rationed groups.

RESIGNED COMMITTEE 

Reliable sources said Muselier 
was on a mission in Canada when 
he received orders from de Gaulle 
to seize the islands. He was said 
to have replied that such an action 
would offend the United States, 
but informants said de Gaulle or- 
dered him to go ahead in spite of 
possible repercussions. 

Muselier carried out his orders, 
but subsequently resigned from 
the French national committee, 
governing body of the Fighting 
French, to show his disagree- 
ment with what he regarded as 
de Gaulle’s anti-American policy, 
informants seid. 

When the Allies entered North 
Africa in November 1942, Muselier 
egain offered his services to de 
Gaulle and also to the French au- 
thorities in North Africa. De Gaulle 
ignored him and it was not until @ 
month ago that Giraud took advant- 
age of the offer.

The home fleet is not taking Hit- 
ler's surface squadrons lightly, but 
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The fleet's main job now is to 
watch the giant battleship Tirpitz, 
sister ship of the ill-fated Bis- 
marck, and it will continue that 
patrol if the Allied invasion 
should be launched along the At- 
lantic coast of Europe. 


NO CHANNEL BATTLE 

Naval men doubt that either 
Allied or German capital ships 
would engage directly in any 
assault across the English channel, 
since the waters in that area are 
too narrow for battleship manoeu- 
vring. 

But any Allied attempt to land 
between Norway's North Cape and 
the north shore of Holland wl al- 
most certainly bring the big naval 
guns into action. 

Observers believe that Hitler's 
surfece ships are listed among 
his expendebles, particularly 
since they are doing no direct 
war service at present, beyond 

immobilizing the Gritish ships 
assigned to watch them and 
thereby relieving pressure on 
Italy and Japan. 

Grand Admiral Kar! Doenitz, 
commander-in-chief of the German 
navy, has not yet committed him- 

self on his capital ship policy, but 
he is a known advocate of sub- 
marine warfare and he may well 
decide that every surface ship in 
the fleet can be sacrificed to block 
an invasion. 
EFFECT ON STRATEGY 

The effect on Allied naval strate- 
sy of an invasion north of the 
channel! will depend largely on the 
spot chosen and the disposition of 
the German naval units at that 
time. 

A landing below the Skag- 
gerak would have little immedi- 
ate naval effect, beyond the des- 
truction of any Nazi warships 
that might intervene, but in- 
vasion of Norway would imperil 
every enemy vessel caught north 
of the landing point and would 
effectively bottle up every other 
ship except these in French 
ports. 

British naval strategy calls for a 
home fleet more than strong 
enough at all times to cope with 
the largest force Hitler can muster, 
and it would take nothing short of 
a Nazi miracle to run a German 
warship safely ‘around the western 
rim of the British Isles to France. 
And every vessel destroyed in the 
attempt would release one or more 
ships from the home fleet for Paci- 
fic or Mediterranean service. 
TIRPITZ WELL GUARDED 

Destruction of the Tirpitz--which 
is listed at 35,000 tons but prob- 
ably displaces well over 40,000 tons 
—would free one or more British 
battleships from the dreary north- 
ern patrol, for the Allies recog- 
nize the Tirpitz as one of the most 
formidable fighting ships afloat 
and they are guarding it heavily. 

At present, the home fleet must 
count on having to face s Ger- 
man force of two battleships, the 
Tirpitz and the Scharnhorst, four 
or possibly five heavy cruisers

Tirpitz, Scharnhorst and the 
heavy cruiser Luetzow generally 
are stationed in northern Nor- 
wegian waters, while the other 
major units operate in the Baltic 
or around Heligoland. 

NOT BELIEVED READY 

The Graf Zeppelin and the heavy 
cruiser Seydlitz, both in the Baltic, 
are not believed ready for active 
service at present, although it is 
not known how long it will take to 
prepare them. 

The heavy cruiser Hipper and the 
26,000-ton battleship Gneisenau, 
damaged in the run from Brest 
through the channel last year, are 
still undergoing repairs, and the 
Gneisenau may not see action this 
year. There is also a: possibility 
that the Admiral Scheer may be on 
the crippled list as well. 

Even if this entire array were 
to avoid battle when the invasion 
strikes, navel men believe they 
would be ferced into hiding in the 
Baltic or behind the Heligoland 
mine field until such time as Hit- 
ler decides te stake them in e 
final sortie.

MAY PASS UP KISKA 

There is. one ‘school of thought 
here that believes the United 
States for the present will pass up, 
a drive to retake Kiska, main Jap- 
anese base inthe Aleutians. Such 
an operation would involve a force 
of considerable magnitude since 
Kiska is defended strongly. How- 
ever, these observers contend, it 
no longer has any great worth to 
the enemy now that its usefulness 
has-been neutralized -by the loss of 
Attu and the frequent aerial bom- 
bardment from nearby American 
air bases. 

Both Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill and President Roose-
